Russians seem to be intent, above 
even thing, on establishing prece­ 
dents in the council which, when 
applied to whatever develops later, 
will give them a freedom of action 
superior to all previous commit­ 
ments. 
This is a serious problem. It is 
still true, aa argued a t San F ran ­ 
cisco, that us* of the vet© in this 
fashion can completely hamstring 
the peace organization and nullify 
the entire weight of world opinion 
at any time—but: 
The United States is the possessor 
of something which every other na­ 
tion on the globe lacks but would 
like to have—the know-how of the 
atomic bomb.

Antonio Rios, 
president of Chile1 
since 1942, died here today after a I 
prolonged Hines*. He was 58 years 
old. 
Rios had been on leave of absence j 
ainee last Jan u ary because of ill I 
health, 
He was elected president on Feb­ 
ruary I. 1942, in a sw eeping victory 
of the Leftist P opular Front. 
He succeeded P edro Aguirre C er­ 
da. Chile's first P opular F ro n t candi­ 
date and 
fellow -m einber 
of Rios 
Radical party, who had died several 
m onths earlier 
Rios previously h ad held the post* 
of prime m inister, m in ister of Just­ 
ice and president of the C hilean Ag­ 
ricultural bank. 
W hen he took office as president, j 
the Allied cause was Mi Its lowest 
ebb, and the U nited S tate s was 
freshly com m itted to a work! war 
Only Chile and A rgentina, among 
the American nations, still m ain­ 
tained relations w ith th e Axis pow­ 
ers. In his first address to Congress 
Rios promised he would not perm it 
the use of C hilean territory as a 
center of activities dangerous to the 
other Am erican nations.

YANKS WILF. GET

(ZP)—The 


United States registered important 
progress today in its persistent ef­ 
forts to learn what sort of interna­ 
tional economic deals nre being made 
behind the “iron curtain" of Soviet- 
dominated eastern Europe. 
Tile stepping stone was the rein­ 
statement of a $90,000,000 American 
credit program for Poland. 
Under terms of the loan agree­ 
ment. the Warsaw government Is to 
supply the United States with texts 
of Poland's economic pacts both with 
Russia and other countries. Warsaw 


promises this will be done. 
American officials hope, as a re­ 
sult. 
that they may soon obtain 
their first official detailed inform a­ 
tion as to the kind of arrangements 
which 
have been worked out 
by 
Poland with Russia, Hungary, and 
Rom ania, as well as with Sweden, 
Denmark and Norway, and other 
governments. 
Among these Is a new agreement 
by which Russia grants substantial 
credits to Poland presumably for 
trading with the Soviet Union.

"They dress well but 
not flamboyantly, and all we really 
envy them is their lovely shoes, j 
Except for their shoes you co\tld 
mistake many American girls for
